CAUSE STILL A MYSTERY. 


Town Scene of Great Struggle Be-

Zeigier, Ill, Jan. 10.—[Special,]—Nineteen 
men are known to have been killed in an ex- 


plosion in Joseph Leiter's coal mine early 


thie morning. Several other men who were 
fp the mine at the time of the explosion are 
missing. 

The cause of the disaster is not known. One 
, theory is that it was the ignition of black 
“damp which had escaped from the portions 
of the mine which had been sealed because of 

a fire which had been blazing in the shaft for 
geveral weeks. Mr. Leiter, who has spent 
the day in directing the rescue work, gives 
no theory. 

The night shift had been in the mine but a 
few hours when the blast occurred. Twenty- 
six are known to have gone intotheshaft. Of 
this number two men have been taken out, 
seriously injured, and nineteen bodies have 
been recoverec. 

Known Dead.

Despite the efforts to rescue the other men 
not yet accounted for it is not known wheth- 
ew they are alive or dead. 


Fire Had Been Controlled. 


The mine had been closed for several 


weeks on account of a serious fire in the 
working places until early in this month, 
when Leiter came down from Chicago and 
took charge of the work of extinguishing the 
flames. 

Go effective was the work of Mr. Leiter 
ané his expert fire fighters that the blaze 
wae confined and sealed in a small portion 
‘ofthe workings. Then the d#bris was cleared 
away and everything placed in condition to 
‘pesume operations. 

Active mining was resumed ona smal! scale 
yesterday and it was the intention of the 
management to put om the full force of 
miners during the coming week.

Just three days later I received an- 
other letter from him telling me that my 
pastorate was vacated and that my services 
no longer would be expected. e 


Hears of Heresy 

‘« The night after this letter wae received 
by me Dr. Cady came here to a meeting of 
the church board and accused me of heresy. 
I understand that he gave as reason the 
charge that I denied the divinity of Christ 
in conversation with a fellow student at the 
Garrett institute. 

“TI was greatly surprised at the action of 
the Rev. Mr. Cady, which was entirely un- 
warranted. I understand he got the impres- 
ston I intended entering an institute which 
has affiliations with the Unitarian church. 
As a matter of fact, the Meadeville institu- 
tion leane toward no church, but is inde- 
pendent. 

“ When I was asked by some of my former 
charges to preach to them tonight I did it 
with the understanding that I am atill a 
Methodist, although deposed from the pulpit 
which I have held since last September when 
I entered Garrett institate. 

“glhe Rev. Mr. Cady has the right to take 
away my pastorate because I am still a mem- 
ber of the Detroit conference, having come 
here from Bault Ste. Marie, Mich. 

So far as the charges of heresy are cont 
cerned I emphatically deny that as a minister 
of the gospel I ever uttered statements which 
have been accredited to me.”’ 


His Sermon Back of the Store. 

In his sermon the/Rev. Mr. Westwood dwelt 
on a theme based on the Lord’s prayer. He 
argued that fatherhood and true brother- 
hood are two of the greatest institutions the 
world has ever known. 

He stated that God does not want hypo- 

crites for his servants, but true stalwart men 
who do not wail in prayer in public and 
practice deception, but those who are sincere 
in their every act in life. 
- ‘The eyes of the minister were moist as he 
thanked the congregation for attending the 
services. He concluded by reading a letter 
from the head of the Meadeville institute, 
which stated the school is independent: 

At the Methodist church the Rev. Mr. Ste- 
phenson spoke from the text “ Rovers of 
Babylon.”” He pleaded with his hearers to 
again seek Christ if they had departed from 
the church, and assured al] “ backsliders ”’ 
of a welcome. No allusion was made tothe 
action of the presiding elder or the sympa- 
thy expressed for the Rev. Mr. Westwood 
by many Methodists. 


Takes No Action. 

At the residence of the Rev. Mr. Cady in 
Evanston it was stated the presiding elder 
was not at home and would not return before 
today. Bishop Willia® F. McDowell, the 
resident Methodist bishop, said. he knew 
nothing of the miatter and that whatever 
action had been taken was by the Rev. Mr.

The Rev. Mr. witinée who said in the 
evening he would leave for Meadeville within 
a few weeks, is 25 years old, is marfied, and 
has one child.

FORTY DIE IN CHURCH RUINS 


Sixty Others Injured in Collapse _ 
of Old Swiss Edifice. 


QUAKE FEAR BRINGS PANIC. 


Many Other Vietims May Lie Beneath 
Masses of Debris. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
BERNE, Switgeriand, Jan. 10.—The ancient 
church in the village of Naix, near Sion, to- 
day collapsed during divine service, buryipg 
practically every one of the hundreds of wor- 
shipers in the ruins. 

Rescuers have succeeded in taking forty 
bodies from the débris, and sixty persons 
have been taken out alfve. Nearly all of 
them are injured, however, and many fatally. 

The collapse of the pillars in:the under- 
ground crypt, which had supported the 
church for centuries and gradually had been 
weakened by the wearing away of time, 
was the casse of the disaster. 

The church had been in constant use for 
many years and was one of the most interest- 
ing of the old Switzerland landmarks which 
exist im that portion of the country. 

Floor Carries Crowds Down. 

The villagers had gathered for their Sunday 
devotions this morning, when the crash came 
without warning. The aoye of the edifice was 
the first to go, carrying ‘with it hundreds of 


persons. 

Then the walle tumbled in on top of thé 
dead and dying. The few people who suc- 
ceeded in reaching the outside were panic 
stricken and thought an earthquake had 
come. 

They ran about the village, seeking the 
open, and their féars soon were communi- 
cated to the peasants on the outside who be- 
came so terrified that they. were unable ‘to 
extend aid to,the sufferers. 

The militia and the fire company of the 
village, however, remained calm, and gradu- 
ally urged the people to aid them in the work 
of rescue. 

The first task was an attempt to get the in- 
juged from beneath the masses of broken 
beams and masonry, which remained where 
the old church once had stood. 


Rescuers in Grave Peril. 

After an hour's work, in which therescuers 
themselves were in grave perfil of a further 
collapse of what remained of the shattered 
walls, forty corpses were extricated, and 
sixty survivors were taken to the public 
houses, which were turned into temporary 
hospitals. 

It is not believed that all of’ the sufferers 
have been removed and the work of rescue 
still ig being pushed by the local authorities 
and the forces sent to the rig by the gov- 


ernment.

Another Player Escapes Poison. . 

The poisoning occurred during a perform- 
ance for the benefit of the organ fund of the 
Methodist church. Pippin, in carrying out 
his character, was obliged to drink a glass of 
wine. Howard Griffith, another member of 
the cast, tasted the wine before Pippin aid 
and finding it burning, merely wet his lips 
with it, 

Pippin, when his turn came, lifted the glass 
in the air, gave his toast, and swallowed 
all the liquid at a gulp. The next moment 
he doubled up, ram off the stage and cried; 

‘‘“My God, it’s burning me up! Give me 
water, quick! ”’ 

Plays His Part Through to End. 

Dr. H. Evans, who was taking part in the 
play, hastily gave Pippin temporary relief, 
and though he still suffered considerably he 
went back before the footlighte and played 
his part through to the end, 

Soon after he reached home Pippin again 
was seized with excruciating pains in the 
stomach and sent for a physician, who found 
him seriously ill. He grew worse from day 
to day and at last a specialist was called in 
The latter said Pippin had drunk an extreme- 
ly large dose of poison, and that it had been 
in his system so long there was little hope 
for recovery. Pippin’s death a short time 
after proved the truth of this prediction. 

The officiale have given no intimation as 
to the character of the poison, but it is be- 
lieved ¢o have been of a highly corrosive 
nature, for even the small sip taken by 
Griffith was sufficient to warn him against 
taking more. Druggists of the town will be 
asked to tell at the inquest of their recent 
sales of corrosive poison. 


RESCUES WOMAN AND BABY 
AND WARNS MANY OF EIRE. 


Patrolman Peter Hassett Climbs Porch 
of Neighboring House and Saves a 
Mother and Child from Flames. 


One woman and her baby were rescued and 
twelve families driven to the street when fire 
attacked a three story brick building at 483 
West Ohio street last night. 

Policeman Peter Hassett ran into the 
building and aroused all the occupants, 
most of whom were asleep. The patrol- 
man then ran downstairs and turned in 
an alarm of fire. As he was passing out of

Young Women’s Story Doubted. 

Officers in close touch witn the situation 
ridiculed a late story from Port Huron to 
the effect that Browning is not dead and

Two young women who were 
acquainted with both men are quoted as say- 
ing they saw Browning and Carmichael] sit- 
ting opposite each other in a train at Good- 
ell’s, sixteen miles from Port Huron, Thurs- 
day night.

in readiness for a good hot blage to destroy 
Browning's body.

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CHARLES T. YERKES ESTATE 
NOW VALUED AT $9,500,000. 


Debts, if Paid, Would Bring It Down 
to $5,500,000, with $4,500,000 Tied 
in Receivership, ’ 


The first authoritative statement of the 
condition of the estate of Charles T. Yerkes 
was given out yesterday by a representative 
of the heirs to the property. 

At the time of the death of Yerkes in De- 
cember, 1905, he left property valued at $12,- 
000,000. The three years since brought ex- 
penses which drained this large fortune 
heavily. Two milion two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars have disappeared im ex- 
pen@es of the litigators and in advances to 
the widow, whose metrimonial adventure 
with Wilson Misener is said to have coat her 
some expenditure of funds. 

The shrinkage in the estate during fhis 
period of three years was the difference be- 
tween $12,000,000 amd $9,500,000. 

If all the debts were paid off the estate 
would shrink to about $5,500,000. Of this 
amount, $4,500,000, represented by bonds of 
the Chicago Consolidated Traction company, 
ig tied up in receivership proceedings. 

When the estate is settled the widow will 
get one-third of what remains and the other 
beneficiaries will get the reset.

Opposition to the Measures.

IGNORE SUFFRAGE CAUSE, 


Mrs. Robins Answers Franchise 
‘ Champion Who Asks Change 
in Resolutions. 


Because it might be in contempt of court 
to adopt resolutions protesting againet the 
decision of Judge Wright in the contempt 
case against President Gompers, Vice Presi- 
dent Mitchell, and Secretary Morrison of the 
American Federation of Labor was urged by 
Mrs. Raymond Robins yesterday as the 
strongest reason why the resolutions should 
be adopted. 

The occasion was the annual meeting and 
election of officere of the Worhen’s Trade 
Tinton League of Chicago. The members 
vied with each other in urging a “ display 
of courage’ in the matter of voicing a vig- 

orous protest against the decision imposing 
a o jail sentence on the three labor chiefs. 

The resolutions, which were adopted unan- 
jmousiy by a rising vote, virtually were the 
same as those adopted by the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor at its meeting a week ago. 
They denounced Judge Wright's decision as 

a “ judicial us usurpation * ’ and an “ invasion 
of the constitutional” rights of free speech 
and free press.’ 

Suffragette Talk Starts Fight. 

W? it had not been for the anxiety displayed 
by J. C. Loftus, a member of the machinists’ 
wvnion and a recent addition to the women’s 
league, to make known to the women his 
prosuffragette sympathies, the resolution un- 
doubtedly would have been adopted without 
@ word of discussion. 

Lofius, however, at One stroke tore the 
subject wide-open by declaring that “ the 
resolutions aren’t worth ,the paper they’re 
written on unless a women’s suffrage clause 
is added.” 

* Let us tell the world that if women had 
the ballot “such decisions never wou:d be 
handed down from the bench,” said he. 
“This contempt case is a broad and deep 
question. There probably are not ten per- 
sons in this hall who understand the case 
from its inception.”’ 

“This brought Fred G. Hopp to his feet with 
@ protest. 

“IT hope you don't take that man seriously,” 
said he. “He declares the resolutions vir- 
tually are ‘bunk’ and that there are fewer 
than ten present who understand what ig 
involved in this decision. 

. “ He must be thinking of those with whom 
he associates, for every member of this 
league understands the question thoroughly.’’ 


In Contempt and Glad of It. 

. “ Yes, we understand it and we must adopt 
the resolutions, even if we are in contempt 
ef court,”’ #@id Mrs. Robins, speaking from 
the chair. “We may all be in contempt 
of court for passing this resolution and I 
em giad of it. That is why it is important 
that we should adopt them. We may all 
go to jail, but we are not-afraid.”’ 

“Let us women show, that we have courage 
40 oppose such decisions,”’ said Mra. Jennie 
Loughridge. “ Let us show that we care 
nothing for the Supreme court of the United 
States Judges either. If we arein contempt 
of court, all right. Let them put us all in 
jail, if they want to. We don’t fear them 
and we'll show it.” 

The league promised to codperate with the 
Chicago Federation of Labor in the holding 
of a’ protest meeting in Chicago on Lincoln's 
birthéay. All members pledged themselves 
to arouse s of all women’s trade 
unions to: the importance of the meeting 
land to turn out im force to voice their senti- 
‘ments against the decision. 


Urges an Immigration Bureau. 


"| The establishing of a federal immigration 


bureau in Chicago for the care @ immi- 
grants, and immigrant women in particular, 
who stay in the United States, was urged by 
Mrs. Harriett Van Der Vaart, who re- 
ported on the work of the League for the 
.Protection of Immigrants. 

“There is great need in Chicago for @ 
federal bureau to look after the interests 
of immigrants,” said Mrs. Van Der Vaart. 
“ There should be such a bureau established, 
with some one at the head of it who is in 
sympathy with the immigrant and who 
understands the immigrant question.” 

“We have an immigration bureau in Chi- 
cago, but it is busy chiefly with geporting 
undesirable immigrants,” said Mrs. Robins. 
“ While this is all right, there is far greater 
need of looking after those who stay in the 
country and to seek desirable immigrants. 
Chicago should heave this bureau, by all 
means.’ 


Warns Them Against Nostrums. 

The use of patent medicines by working 
girls was rapped by Dr. Rachael Yarros, who 
furnishes medical service to members of the 
league employed in factories. 

"I have found that many of the girls I 
*have visited in the factories use patent medi- 
cines when they are ill,” said Dr. Yarros. 
“This practice is deplorable. It takes along 
time to eradicate the evil effects of these 
nostrums.” 

Dr. Yarros said the “ physician’s union ” 
objected to “ contract practice ’’ among phy~- 
Bicians and told of having received a letter 
asking her to state whether contract prac- 
tice is profitable. 

“I answered that it depends on circum- 
etances, * said she. ‘“‘ There is a difference 
between contract practice for a railroad 
practice for poo 
working girls."

Chief Shippy also announced he would 
make efforts to obtain an increase in his 
salary to $16,000 or equal to that paid the 
police commissioner of New York city.

Delays Vacation to Attend. 

Chief Shippy delayed his departure to 
Monterey, Mex., until 11 o’clock today in 
order to attend the meeting. 

“The time has come,’’ he said, “‘ when it 
is an honor to a man to be a member of 
the Chicago police force. Our mounted police 
force is also something of which we can be 
proud. Every citizen or policeman, in talk- 
ing about it to any one, can get chesty. We 
are all policemen—while I am superintendent 
I claim only the title of policeman. 

** Now about your salary,” he said. ‘“* You 
men are well paid, I think. It isn’t the best 
of manners to go into a man’s house and 
ask straightforward questions when you can 
ask the same things in a round-about way. 
Don’t storm and rail at the members of the 
finance committee for a raise insgalaxy. You 
have friends on that committee. 


Friends on Finance Committee. 

“And don't forget they are your friends 
and make their life a burden to them. If 
there is money in the city treasury we can 
get our increase, but if there isn’t, then we 
camt get it.. The policemen here get as 
good a salary as do the sergeants in New 
York. But the superintendent does not. In 
New York they pay $15,000, and. when, I come 
back I will try to impress that committee 
that it is coming tome. There is no reason 
why we can’t get @ raise except the Juul 
law. 

“Y think, standing here today, I can say 
that during my administration not one man 
has been discharged without a full and fair 
hearing.”’ 

The chief then besought his men to raise 
the standard of discipline in the department, 
urggd sanitary conditions at the stations, and 
wound up with another compliment. “TI 
believe policemen to be honest,” he asserted,

Disapprovat of any scheme for a lake front 
harbor is the burden’ of the special report 
made to the Chicago hagbor commission by 
George G. Tunell, Ph. D., in anawer to a 
formal request tor expert information as to 
the volume and trend of traffic to and from 
the central weet. 

Incidental to the report Mr. Tunell, who in 
1897 made a special study and report. on lake 
traffic for the treasury department of the 
United States, emphasizes the growing im- 
portance ¥ the lake er traffic at Chi- 
cago and prophesies a time when during the 
summer months suburban residents of this 
— — gO and come by water rather than 

yr 

He makes the assertion that Chicago's lake 
passenger business is poorly provided for 
generaly, saying on this point: 

“ Although poorly provided for, our pas- 
senger business, especially the excursion 
business to the Michigan shore, has grown 
rapidly. With ready access at all hours to 


the lake this business would increase beyond 


all expectations. Docks, piers, and wharves 
should be constructed juet north of the en- 
trance to the Chicago river primarily for the 
use of boats engaged in the passenger and 
miscellaneous cargo business. 


Street Car Loop to Wharves. 
“Rasy, rapid, ‘and certain communication 
should be established with the passenger 
boat landings by the construction of a new 
street car loop which will tap the main lines 


of north and south travel and skirt the pas-- 


senger landings. As population pushes far- 
ther and farther around the southern shore 
of the lake it may be found’ more éxpeditious 
and in the summer more pleagant to go and 
come by lake. Travel by land will then be 
roundabout and through a thickly settled 
district.’’ 


Opinions of an Expert. 

Mr.Tunell was secretary of the special coun- 
cil committee on river improvement named 
by Mayor Harrison in 1899. He also acted 
for a time as secretary of the River Improve- 
ment association, an organization later 
merged with the Association of Commerce, 
and has had ten years’ experience. in special 
research work in connection with two differ- 
ent Chicago trunk lines. He fortifies his 
decision against the advisability of a lake 
front harbor with numerous tables of sta- 
tistics, and concludes that the Chicago and 
Calumet rivers will prove ample for any de- 
ont of navigation that may be made upon 

em 

Incidentally, in summing up his conclu- 
sions, Mr. Tunell says he does not share the 
prevailing optimism regarding waterways. 
He asserts that successul water transporta- 
tion in Europe, as evidenced by the Rhine 
boats and the Manchester canal. is an un- 
sound criterion to judge American condi- 
tions by, when distances and American rail- 
road rates are takem into consideration. 
Bigger boats and the elimination of smaller 
craft will solve the problem of the over- 
crowding of the river, he says, assuming 
that the channe) is to be widened and 
straightened. The importance of the factor 
of lumber transportation as a growing factor 
is Hable to overestimation, in Mr. Tunell’s 


opinion, which ig based on data showing that. 


the lumber of the country is almost gone. 


Extracts from the Report. 

Concerning Mayor Busse’s question ae to 
whether the city should not take steps to 
utilize at least some portion of its lake front 
for shipping purposes the report says:

** Proposition No. 6—Building materia! and sand, 
constituting a large item of traffic on some Euro- 
pean waterways, have never been reoeived here by 
lake in large quantities and probably never will 
be, as the home supply of sand is large and stone 
as good as that found on either shore of Lake 
Michigan te near at hand. 

** Proposition No. T—Receipts of cement are Mkely 
to decreage rather than increase, owing to in- 
creased production in the slates of the central 
west, 

*“ Proposition No. §—Receipts of suger by water 
are Hkely to decrease, owing to the increased pro- 
duction of beet sugar in the west. 


“ Although the propositions just recited rest 
on data which to a greater or less degree are 
common knowledge, nevertheless each prop- 
osition will be supported by facte and figures, 
even though I risk becoming tedious. Thig 
will be done because the trade and industrial 
changes of the last few yeare have been rapid 
and striking, making the latest information 
the prerequisite of a correct judgment and 
because the range of the propositions is 
wider than the interest and experience of 
most persone. 

** To meet our needs our harbors must reach 
into the heart of the city, so that articles 
for home consumption, when unloaded from 
vessels, will be near tne consumer; they must 
furnish a place for transshipment of through 
traffic; in the aggregate they must supply a 
large water frontage for the location of in- 
dustries, and they must also at one or more 
points furnish ready access to the open lake 
for our growing fleet of passenger boats. 

“For nearly a century the Chicago niver 
has been supplying these four needs. The 
first requirement it meets better than any 
other harbor can, because it penétrates far 
into the city; the second it fulfills because 
the railroads have expended millions of dol- 
lars on terminals along its banks; ite many 


miles of shore line, now immensely increased | 


by the drainage canal, the people’s posees- 
sion, admirably meet the third requirement, 
and the h of the river has long served 


the fourth requirement. 


Improvements of the Calumet. 

‘*The Calumet river and lake stand in the 
same relation to South Chicago as the Chi- 
cago fiver and drainage canal to Chicago 
proper. Amd steps should be taken to pre- 
vent the mistakes made in the older district 
from being repeated in the newerone. The 
extended shore line of Calumet lake will fur- 
nish sites for many large industries and a 
channel through the lake with wharves on 
either side will give much additional transfer 
space should it ever be required. 

“ Judged by the criteria I have advanced, a 
harbor on the Jake front between Sixteenth 
street and Jackson park would be the least 
useful of any under conelderation. Its only 
advantage would ite in its accessibility. It 
would be wholly out of touth with and un- 
related to the commercial and industrial life 
of the city. However, if it is believed that 
this space will be required for harbor pur- 
poses the St. Charles Air Line in Sixteenth 
street and the Boulevard line in Forty-first 
street could be extended over the Illinols 
Central tracks and a marginal railroad con- 
structed to join the two. The outer harbor 
could in this manner be made to serve the 
needs of through treffic, but the. require- 
ments of loca) traffic would remain unsatis- 
fied. 

“For the boats engaged in the passenger, 
fruit, and miscellaneous cargo business a 
small harbor ‘at Sixteenth street, having a 
connection with the St. Charles Air Line, 
might serve a useful purpose, but Iam not 
convinced of ite necessity.’

Historically, one sees why the life sav- 
ing service was made @ part of the treas- 
ury department, although satisfactory at 
gumient might now be made for its trans 
fer somewhere else. The work done hy 
the bureau of insular affairs bas relation- 
ships far more important than those of 
the war department, to which it is as 
signed. These are examples of the illog- 
ieal arrangements in the government of 
the United States. 

The department of commerce and laber 

gained strength right from the start be 
cause of the inclusion of several long ¢s- 
tnublished and important bureaus previous- 
ly attached te different departments. 
It is probable that more effective ad- 
ministration might be secured and consid- 
erable gaving made if there were wi 
closer examination of the governmenta 
machinery with a view to its complete 
reorganization. The United States of 
today is a far different thing than the 
country which bore that name in 1789, in 
1860, or in 1890. But the same old ma- 
chinery is being used in many places. 


A WORD TO REPUBLICANS. - 


An analysis of the troubles which seem 
to beset the Republican party in Illinois 
serves only to disclose their illusory char- 
acter. Nothing of dire*or serious import 
has happened, and nothing of dire or 
serious import will happen. 

The goblins have taken no one, and the 
goblins will get a0 one. The party is net 
in the last spasms of its dissolution. 
Nothing has been stolen and nothing has 
been: lost. 

A Republican of admitted ability and 
exceptional executive force has been elect- 
ed governor of the state. A Republican 
of admitted ability and of exceptional 
fairness has been elected speaker of che 
house of representatives. One Republican 
organization in the senate has been suc- 
ceeded by another Republican organiza- 
tion. 

The governor endeavored to organize 
the house of representatives and failed. 
He endeavored to organize the senate and 
succeeded. In failing he lost nothing 
which endangers the party, and in suc- 
ceeding he gained nothing which threat- 
ens it. 

With the accomplished facts there can 
be no complaint from  Repubticans. 
Dreams, not deeds, have disturbed the 
party. — 

In the organization of the house an ex- 
traordinary thing came to pass. A Re- 
publican was returned to the position in 
which his capability had been demon- 
strated by the votes of Democrats. Pos- 
sibly it was not unexpected that Repub- 
licans, startled by a result for which 
there is no rule in the book of political 
orthodoxy, for a time should be “ seein’ 
things at night.” 

It is time now for a return to complete 
sanity and clear vision. THe TRIBUNE, 
as a Republican newspaper believing in 
the importance of Republican administra- 
tion, advises some cool thinking. 

Tue TrisuneE does not believe that 
Gov. Deneen is in the slightest danger of 
being removed from office by strong arm 
methods with the aid or consent of any 
portion of the Republican party. House 
Republicans are not so foolish or so reck- 
less of personal consequences as to permit 
themselves to be drawn into an act re- 
pugnant to every sense of decency. 

The plurality given Gov. Deneen was 
large enough to take from the promised 
Democratic contest all aspects of serious- 
ness. In going through the forms of 
bringing such a contest the Democratic 
party is endeavoring’ merely to mount a 
“ quaker” gun and train it on the Repub- 
lican ranks. But this pleasantry will do 
no harm if fairly conducted, and it must 
not be conducted otherwise. Nothing 
but a “square deal” will do. 

The particular demand of the present 
time is for a brief moment of serious re- 
flection on the part of the Republican 
organization in the state—a moment 
which can be followed ey by a return 
to party harmony. and the dropping of 
factional and personal quarrels. 

The party for the time being is com- 
mitted largely to the care of its represen- 
tatives in the legislature, and they have 
a responsibility which THe TRIBUNE .be 
lieves they will be ready to acknowledge. 
It is their plain duty to meet it. 

Gov. Deneen was elected by Republic- 
ans, to the satisfaction of THe Trisuns, 
and will remain in office. Mr. Shurtle# 
has been elected speaker, and with this 
result also Tue Trisune is satisfied. 
Now let these gentlemen get snasthar and 
work together. 

Senator Albert J. Hopkins was the 
choice of Republican voters in the expres- 
sion of opinion under the -primary law 
and should be returned to office. The 
spirit of the primary law demands his 
reélection and will recognize no other re- 
sult as consistent with it. No Republican 
leader who values his standing can afford 
to be now anopposing candidate.

The members of the state central com- 


cago harbor commission is published to- 
day. It discusses with a wealth of sig- 
‘nificant tables the important subject, the 
volume and trend of traffic to and from 
the central west. From this viewpoint 
conclusions and recommendations are 
formulated which vary materially from 
those of the other two reports, Whether 
the reader accepts Mr. Tunell’e findings 
or not, he will. recognize the scholarly 
character of the forty page pamphiet 
which indicates technical insight and in- 
eS intelligent research. 

history of lake transportation, on 
which Mr. Tunell is an authority, the 
experience of foreign lands, and the re- 
sults of stvdies in the traffie of the cen- 
tral west are drawn wpon for etatistics 
and conclusions which may be summa- 
rized roughly as follows: 

Lumber and timber cannot be looked to 
for increase in Chicago’s trade, he de 
clares, since the;supply is diminishing 
rapidly in the regions bordering on the 
lakes. The increase of home consump- 
tion of grain will be steady and there 
will be diminishing quantities for ship- 
ment. Neither anthracite nor bituminous 
coal can be counted a source of supply 
for lake transportation, the nearness of 
the Indiana and Llinols coal fields and 
the competition of railroads being consid- 
ered. Iron ore moves in a different direc- 
tion. Gary, not Chicago, will get that. 
Building mat@rial will not furnish car- 
goes. There is plenty near at home. Ce- 
ment receipts will decrease as the indus- 
try grows in the west. The western 
cultivation of the sugar beet will lessen 
the demand for shipments by water from 
the east. 

Most of the commodities that come by 
the lake are destined for home consump- 
tion and therefore must pass from the 
lake into the heart of the city. If the 
cost of transfer from a harbor on the 
lake front by lighter or by land convey- 
ance is to be added to the rates for the 
lake transportation, the railroads which 
penetrate the city and can deliver goods 
in literally several thoisands of places 
will furnish the more attractive route of 
trade. If the lake shipments are to be 
made in connection with railroad hauls 
to interior points, the desirability of 
bringing the boats to the railroad ter- 
minals is equally apparent. 

Upon these grounds Mr. Tunell con- 
cludes that the improvement of the river 
and not the construction of a lake front 
harbor is the desirable thing.

As the years pass by the true memorial 
of Abraham Lincoln will be the steadily 
increasing affection in the hearts of the 
American people. He builded for himseif 
a monument more lasting than bronze. 


preciation of a nation is none the less de- 
sirable. What form such a memorial 
should take is a topic of wide discussion. 

Congress is reported to favor a Lincoln 
square in Washington. The conceptica 

a grand one: A tract near the capitol 
should be, purchased and embellished. A 
statue representing the highest art of the 
sculptor should be set up. To this square 
the people of the United States and vis- 
itors from all the world would be drawn 
as to one of the notable show places of 
earth. In such a conspicuous position 
the greatness of Lincoln would be em- 
phasized. In no other city in America 
"could a memorial of this type create the 
impression upon the world at large as in 
the capital, upon whose adornment the 
nation has made its magnificent outlays. 

That there must be other monuments to 
Lincoln is apparent. The creations of St, 
Gaudens will always be prized by Chi- 
eago. The Lincoln park statue and the 
seated figure to find location in Grant 
park are counted among the best products 
of artistic genius. The Lincoln farm 
project is a worthy one. It may not be 
seen by so many people as will visit the 
memorials in larger places, more con- 
veniently located on main traveled roade, 
| The sentimental associations connected 
with the birthplace and the tomb of a 
great man, however, have a peculiar in: 
| fluence not to be underestimated. The 
site of the cabin home of infancy and 
the monument at Springfield will not be 
minimized in interest because of rearing 
elsewhere of more costly structures, 

The appeal of the Lincoln Memorial 
aniversity will reach many. History re- 
cords the peculiar feeling Lincoln always 
manifested for the people of the Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee mountain regions. 
In personal expression, in plans for the 
armies, in thoughts of reconstruction, he 
showed his strong leaning toward them. 
If, by his name and influence, their chil- 
dren and children’s children might be up- 
lifted it would be a gracious recognition 
of a fact in Lincoln's life. 

In other words, Abraham Lincoln was 
too great a man to have but one memo- 
rial. The country he helped to save ‘s 
too large to be satisfied by such an offer- 
ing of love. The wider his fame is spread 
the better. The more his personality, his 
principles, and his power are emphasized 
the stronger the people who revere his 
memory will be.

On the following day there would appear 
in the newspapers a list of the names of 
people who had inscribed themselves on the 
visitors’ book, the impression being nat- 
urally created that the individuals in ques- 
tion were on térme of intimacy and on whet 
may be described ag the visiting lst of roy- 
aty. 

Thig impression would be heightened by 
the fact that sandwiched between the names 
of people utterly unknown to royalty, or even 
to society, there would be those of distin- 
guished personages, such as, for instance, 
cabinet ministers, foreign ambaseadors, and 
great dignitaries of the court; and no little 
social prestige has Beén acquired in this 
fashion by persons of whoee existence the 
owners of the visitors’ books in question were 
entirely ignorant. . 

With a view of putting « stop to this, the 
king has given peremptory ordere that only 
those known to the royal household officials 
shall be allowed to writeatheir names in the 
royal visitors’ books. 

If the servants in charge thereof have any 
doubt as to the identity ef the would-be 
signer, they are authorized to ask for the 
stranger's visiting card, and to compare the 
name mentioned thereon with the typewrit- 
ten alphabetical list in their possession. If 
this investigation does not furnish satisfac- 
tory results, that is to say, if the name men- 
tioned om the card does not figure on the 
po aba a list, the visitor is not allowed to 

en. 

How necessary this reform has been may be 
gathered from the fact that I have known

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Old Mme, von Rochow’'s death last week 
at an advanced age serves to recall the fact 
that it was her husband, Adolf von Rochow, 
who shot and killed Baron von Hinckeldey 
just about fifty years ago, and thereby pre- 
cipitated the malady ta which King Fred- 
erick William IV. finally succumbed, and 
which darkened the closing years of his life. 

The king, greatly exercised by the number 
of suicides and desertions among the officers 
of his army, especially of those attached to 
regiments in garrison at Berlin and Potsdam, 
and which were attributable in nearly every 
case to the inability to pay so-called “ debts 
of honor” contracted at the card table, de- 
termined to put some check om gambling, and 
intrusted Baron von Hinckeldey, his chief of 
police, with the task. 

The baron cOmmenced by tiiidentn all 
the small tripots and petty gambling estab- 
lishments with which Berlin was then, as 
now, infested: Of course, this led to an out- 
cry in the press to the effect that it was only 
the small fry who were molested, while 
princes and nobles were permitted to lose 
fortunes every afternoon at the Hotel du 
Nord, where the Prussian Jockey club, but 
recently constituted at the time, had estab- 
lished its headquarters. 

King Frederick William was much wrought 
up over this and gave peremptory directions 
to the baron to close the Jockey club and to 
seal the doors of the apartments in which he 
found that play was going on, declaring that 
he would not tolerate any such flagrant dis- 
regard of his orders and wishes by his nobles 
and officers. 

That night a large force of police invaded 
the brilliantly lighted salons of the Jockey 
club, headed by Von Hinckeldey, who was at 
once taken to task by Adolf von Rochow., the 
president of the club. In fact, Von Rochow 
and many of the other nobles present heaped 
insults on the unfortunate Von Hinckeldey. 

On the following day Von Rochow sent a 
challenge to the baron, which was declined, 
on the ground that he had acted by the king’s 
orders. Thereupon Von Rochow sent hima 
most insulting letter, which led Von Hinckel- 
dey in his turn to send a challenge.

The king happened to hearofit and strictly 
forbade the duel, extorting from him a solemn 
promise not to fight, saying: ‘* You have 
only acted in obedience to my orders, and if 
any misfortune should happen to youl would 
never forgive myself, since it is lL~who would 
bear the moral responsibility thereof.” 

Some weeks afterwards a carousal and 
tournament was organized by the officers of 
the court in the great riding school of the 
Garde du Corps on the occasion of the king's 
silver wedding. Von Rochow, who was at 
the head of the committee of arrangements, 
not only barred the way to Von Hinckeldey 
but when he attempted to follow in the train 
of the king grossly ineulted him in the pres- 
ence of several members of Berlin society. 

Von Hinckeldey invoked the assistance of 
his friend, Gen. von Munchausen, the chief 
aid de camp of the king, tortured as he was 
between the promise by which he was bound 
to his sovereign and the necessity of obtain- 
ing satisfaction for thegreat affront to which 
he had been publicly subjected. The genera! 
admitted that there was no way out of the 
matter but to fight, owing to thé public char- 
acter of the insult. 

The next morning a duel took place on the 
Hasenheide, near Charlottenburg. Baron von 
Hinckeldey was attended by Gen, von Mun- 
chausen and by his old friend and pastor, the 
Rev. Dr. H. Richter, who, having vainly en- 
deavored by every means in his power to é4s- 
suadé him from fighting, had insisted on ac- 
companying him. At the first fire Hinckeldey 
fell dead, Von Rochow’s bullet having 
pterced his brain. 

A few hoyrs later Gen. von Munchausen 
presented himself to the king at Potsdam and 
handed to his majesty a letter which Hinckel- 
dey had written on the previous evening, re- 
signing his post of chief of police, and implor- 
ing his sovereign’s pardon for breaking his 
promise. It would take me too long to de- 
scribe here the dramatic scene that ensued 
when it finally dawned upon the king's mind 
that his chief of police had not only fought 
the duel but had been killed. After filling the 
air with imprecations against himself for, as 
he described it, “‘ having literally pushed poor 
Hinckeldey into his grave,” he was seized 
with a fit which proved the commencement or 
his dementia, from which he never entirely 
recovered. Indeed, from that time forth the 
king enjoyed only occasional periods of Iu- 
cidity, being apparently haunted night and 
day by visions of the corpse of his friend 
Hinckeldey, who was gazing at him, he d& 
clared, with- looks of reproach in his eyes. 

Adolf von Rochow escaped any kind of, 
punishment, beyond being subjected to mili- 
tary arrest for a few hours, until the cus- 
tomary proof was given that the duel had 
been fought in accordance with the laws of 
benor,

A book of uncommon clarity and maturity 
of thought %s “THE PSYCHOLOGICAL 
PHENOMENA OF OCHRISTIANITY,” by 
George Barton Cutten (Charles Scribner's 
Sons). The revived interest in the study of 
psychology is one of the notable features of 
our time. That the attempt to approach re- 
ligion from the standpoint of psychology 
should now be made is natural. To the 
author of this volume it seemed that it was 
time for some one to undertake to gather up 
the conclusions of various related etudies on 


this subject, thus making a kind of com- ' 


parative survey of the whole subject. The 
whole range of phenomena of Christianity 
has been included, normal and abnormal, 
pathological and hedlthful. It is a long way 
from the primitive nature worship to the 


heights of Christian experience, yet all this 


exists in the same world and even at the same 
time. Why the childish credulity, the ado- 
lescent doubt, the mature reasonable faith 
at some time in the same person? To a de- 
gree each man, according to the mold of his 
own mind, makee his own religion. é 
It is also true that largely his religion is 
made for him by conditions and influences 
outside Limself. Take such facts as mysti- 
cism, ecstacy, visions, dreams, witchcraft, 
demoniacal possession—what light has psy- 
chology to throw upon the nature of these 
and suchlike facts? What helps from the 
same point of view in the understanding of 
religious epidemics, revivals, faith cure, 
Christian Science, miracles, conversion, or 
the chardeteristic phases of religion in any 
particular historic period? 
lect, imagination, inspiration, will, emotions, 
as they appear in religious faith, worship, 
prayer, and the sense of immortality? And 
what hae all this to do with preaching? 
Plainly enough, it is a bold man who un- 
dertakes to illuminate ail these questions in 
a single book. But Dr. Cutten is not in any 
sense a conceited or presumptuous writer. 
He has an open minded wholesomeness of at- 
titude and manner which every reader will 


appreciate. 


Romance and pity have always clung about 
that remarkably gifted child who for nine 
days was queen, at least in name, of England. 
J. A. Taylor's “ LADY JANE GREY AND 
HER TIMES ” is a sy mpathetic attempt to 
make vivid the turbulent years which inter- 
vened between the death of Henry VIII. and 
the accession of Mary. There is, of course, 
much more about her “ times ” than about 
Lady Jane herself, which is quite natural, 
for save her unhappiness-there was not much 
about the unfortunate girl's seventeen yedres 
—anything—to distinguish her lifg from that 
of almost any other well born English girl 
of her day. 

No girl in all the world, whether born with 
royal blood in her veing, as she was, or justa 
plain commoner, ever deserved greater pity 
than Lady Jane. The granddaughter of Mary 
Tudor, daughter of Henry VII, Lady Jane’s 
father was the marquis of Dorset and her 
mother the king’s niece. It was this strain of 
royal blood which proved her undoing. She 
was married without her consent to a man 
she had never seem_and whom she never 
loved. She was chosen by the conspirators 
as the heir of the dying Edward VI., thus 
supplanting Mary and Elizabeth, his sisters. 

There ie absolutely no proof anywhere that 
at any time she Gesired the place into which 
she was forced and to fill which she had no 
qualification save her lineage. She was a 
rémarkable student, speaking and reacing 
the chief tongues of her day, besides Latin, 
Greek, Sanskrit, Hebrew, and, it is said, some 
others. She was a fine mathematician, was 
versed in philosophy, and a deep and reverent 
student of the bibie. - 

Treated with almost incredible harshness 
by her parents, she lost herself in her studies, 
and wept, she told Roger Ascham, every 
time she was called away from Tier tutor. 
Mr. Taylor quotes from Ascham’s book a 
conversation the great man had with this 
child which throws startling light upon her 
pathetic life. 

There is no need here to retell Mr. Tayior’s 
story of the sordid plot which her kinamen 
concocted and how she was made the scape- 
goat, the conspirators deserting her basely— 
evew her father hastened to acclaim Mary— 
when the foolish business fell through. 

Nine brief days she masqueraded as @ 
queen—a sadder and more wistful figure 
never sat upon @ throne—and then they ied 
Even tiien she 
might have escaped, for Mary does not ap~- 
pear to have been vengeful towards her, but 
for the ill advised efforts of some of her so- 
called friends, and her doom wassealed. She 
went to the scaffold with thé greatest and 
yet simplest dignity, serene im her innocence, 
trusting in God and blaming no one for her 
fate.

DEATH RATE SAME AS IN JUNE... 


Another Healthy Week in Midwinter 
Is Recorded by the Chicago De- 
partment of Health. 


The sudden vistt of winter last week did not 
affect the health of Chicagoans unfavora- 
bly, according to the mortuary.records, for 
the death rate, 13.54, was ebout the same as 
usually prevails in June, one of the healthiest 
months in the year. There were 145 fewer 
deaths than in the corresponding week a 
year ago and thirty-four fewer than the pre- 
ceding week. 

Although the pneumonia, mortalty is lower 
than it was a year ago, it is still too high. 

Thirteen fewer cases of contagious dis- 
eases than the previous week were reported, 
the leading maladies being: Diphtheria, 168; 
ecariet fever, 189; measles, 78; chickenpox, 
1083; pneumonia, 28; typhoid fever, 85; tuber- 
culosis, 79.

DR MILBURN GIVES VIEWS 


Says Clergymen Have No Business 
to Attempt to Pose as 
Diagnostivians. 


Christian therapeutics came in for a whack 
yesterday im @ sermon by the Rev. Joseph 
A. Milburn in Plymouth Congregational 
church on “ Common Sense Worship.” 

‘A common sense worship,’ the pastor 


that pains me more than the growing phys 
ical of the religion, and worship of t 
modern church.* The thing that man seems 
supremely interested in today, so far as his 
religion is concerned, is the condition of his 
‘body. He is holding: his religion all the 
while over his aches and pains and maladies. 

Now, I am far from denying God's power 
to save mam from -nis physical ailments. 
God can do anything; he is infinite; it is his 
prerogative to do what he wills. But what I 
do say is this, that the church of Jesus Christ 
is mistaking its function when its minister 
becomes a diagnostician and a hypnotist and 
when it becomes a hospital for physical re- 
Pairs. 

Give Precedency to Spirit. 

“The church, according to the teaching of 
Jesus Ohrist, has a higher function than 
this to fulfill im and for society. Ite master 
gives precedency not to the body but tothe 
spirit. He says ‘Lay up for yourself treas- 
ure in heaven.’ Again he says ‘ Seek ye first 
the kingdom of God.’ The supreme mission 
of the church Is to lift man above the tyran- 
ny of the body and the thousand craven 
fears of his spirit that are the black progeny 
of the body's tyranny. 

“ Religion cannot abolish the shadows; 
the best thing, it can do is to mitigate them. 
The grandeur of the religion of Jesus Christ 
is that it accepts the stern facts of life and 
then makes man the master of those facts 
by the grace of God. You and I have got to 
suffer and you and I have got to die and it is 
a blessed thing we can die, for death is 
the way to the great emancipation, to the 
larger life, to the city of God. 

“Common sense worship must be @ con- 
scious’ worship; the form of worship is not su- 
premely sigmificant. It is not a matter of 
central consequence whether a man is partial 
to the spectacular, to the ornateness of sym- 
bolism or to a more simple and less symbolic 
form of worship. EH one enjoys the symbol- 
ism of the lighted candle I aay it is a perfect- 
ly legitimate form of worship. ¢ 


High Admiration for the Mass. 

“I myself love a highly embellished cere- 
monial; I can, without the least difficulty, 
enter into the state of mind of the high 
churchman or the RomanCatholic. The mass

Christianity is an intellectual thing; you and 
I must think our way to the kingdom of

/THINKS SHE IS PERSECUTED. 


Legal Aid Provided for Ella Tingles, 
Aceused of Stealing Dace. 


The Irish Fellowship ciub. yesterday 
espoused the cause of Miss Ella Tingles, 18 
years old, a native of Belfast, who was ar- 
tested/Saturady night on the charge of 
having stolen several pieces of Irish point 
lace. The officers of the club believe she is 
a victim of persecution. 

The situation came to the attention of Capt. 
P. D. O’Brien of the detective bureau, early 
last week, when Miss Tingles told him that 
Miss es Barrett, the proprietor of a lace 
shop in the Wellington hotel, had ransacked 
her room and taken several pieces of her 
property. | 

She said she had been in Chicago less than 
a month and that while she was at the Wel- 
Mngton she sold several pieces of lace of her 
own manufacture and receiwed several or- 
ders from guests of the hotel. She asserts 
that her success aroused the jealousy of the 
shop owner. 


Young Woman/’s Room Ransacked. 

This culminated, she declared, in the visit 
of two women to her room in La Salle ave- 
nue, during which her possessions were ran- 
sacked, and, besides several pieces of lace, her 
watch, her bankbook, and some articles of 
clothing disappeared. . : 

Capt. O’Brien called all of the participants 
to the disagreement into his Office, and when 
he had finished his investigation declared he 
was satisfied of the ownership of all the arti- 
cles except a few odd pieces of lace of littie 
value. He urged that the case be taken into 
court for settlement, but this the shop owner 
is said to have refused. 

Miss Tingles was surprised Saturday even~ 
ing by the service of a warrant upon her. 
She communicated with Capt. O’Brien, who 
in turn sent word to Attorney P. H. O’Don- 
nel], whom he interested’ in the girl’s troubles. 
Next morning the lawyer held a comference 
with John A. MoGarry, president of the Irieh 
Felloyship club, and they agreed to take 
up her defense. s 


Assured of Friendly Aid. . 

With the club president's daughter, Miss 
Josephine y, and Mfrs. O'Donnell, 
the two men went to the Harrison street 
police station with a bondsman and obtained 
Miss Tingles’ release. Mrs. O'Donnell took 
her to his home, where she probably will re~ 
main until the case is settled.

She is 
alone in this country and tells me she hasn’t 
a friend or relative in all Uniteq States, We

The hostile bill will be introdiced in the lower 
house at Sacramento by Assemblyman Frank Otis.

The political bet- 
py feature of the New York bil ig.omitted, for a 

w prohibiting betting on elections already is on 
the statute books of California—and is practically 
unobserved. 


- Bill Covers Many Sports. 

In substance, the Otis bill prohfbits poolselling 
or betting on the result of speed contests or tests 
of ce or strength between men or animals. 
Thus it covers not only horse racing, but prize 
fights, wrestling matches coursing, chicken fights, 
foot racing, and all similar events.) Even betting 
on the result. of a baseball game is forbidden by 
this bill, though it Is a question whether wagers 
betwéen individuals would Be iatersered with by 
the highest courta 

Assemblyman Otis, who will ‘lead the fight against 
the racetracks in the lower house, believes his bill 
is sure of passage there and looks for the hardest 
opposition in the senate. Not long ago he received 
a complimentary badge for the Emeryville sea- 
son. ‘‘ After the pass came I wrote to the Jockey 
club that I had received it and would keep it as 
proof that it had been sent,”’ he says.

There were advices at hand to indicate that 
the movement from that country would be 
heavy throughout the first quarter, but 
Broomhall continued to maintain that the 
cotal exportable surplus would not be much 
in excess of 100,000,000 bu, although the 
official estimafe is for more than 120,000,000, 


Freer Australian Exports Fxpected. 

Australia is expected to become much more 
important a factor in the shipping business 
ip the near future, although last week's ex- 

s were well under those of the previous 
week, and of the like time last year. To- 
ward midweek India sent in some unfavor- 
able advices, and its shipments again were 
too small for notice. The week's exports 
from this country and Canada fell much 
under those of a year ago, exporters in gen- 
eral seeing little on the surface to indicate 
early improvement in the demand from 
abroad. 

Domestic receipts continued to run under 
those of a year ago, although in the north- 
west, where arrivals showed sharply less, 
stocks of the grain represented material in- 

es, indicating lightness of the general 

ur business. On Friday St. Louis injected 
considerable tonic into bullish hope by re- 
porting heavy sales of wheat Yo millers at 
the best prices of the crop year. 


Cold Wave Fails as Tonic. 

The severely cold weather was not effective 
as a bull factor, although there was much at 
hand to suggest uneasiness on the part of 
winter wheat growers. The drop in tempera- 
tures caught the growing plant with inade- 
quate protection, but recognized conserv- 
ative investigators held that there was not 
much to worry about at this time, fhat if any 
damage has been done it will not become ap- 
parent until the early spring. The big bulls 
insist that big damages must have resulted 
from the severe climatological conditions, 
but the rank and file of operators evidently 
did not fully agree with them. 

Leading operators see little chance for 
much more than a nervous scalping market 
for some time to come, unless the big holders 
should make a pronounced shift in tactics, 
or some “unforeseen influence develops to 
work for different conditions. The public is 
doing little in the market, although leading 
commission houses note much interest on its 
part. 


Farmers Still Hold Their Corn. 

Firmness was characteristic of the corn 
market the greater part of the week, light 
receipts and continued disinclination on the 
part of farmers to sell freely at prevailing 
prices serving as strong cards in the hands of 
the price defenders. There were spurts of 
activity in the cash market, but the genera! 
demand from the reported hard pinched east 
did not develop into the volume expected. 
Week end quotations showed advances of 
wa ee, compared to those\of the preceding 
week. 

Some of the-most prominent shorts in the 
trade covered on a hig scale towerd mid- 
week, their eagerness io get to shelter caus- 
ing a tightening up of offerings. Genera! pit 
sentiment is much mixed, but there is a 
world of-resting orders to buy around 60c, 
anc conservative traders do not think there 
is much on the surface to warrant a lower 
level. The Argentine situation is good, the 
total yield having been estimated at more 
than 200,000,000 bu, and that country later 
will play an important part in the world’s 
markets. The bulls are counting strongly 
om a much improved general cash demand in 
the near future, and abpear to have reasons 
to believe that Europe will buy much more 
ffeely in American markets before long. 


Little Change in Oats Market. 

The oats market went through another 
week without showing much change in un- 
derlying conditions. Prices kept within nar- 
row limits the greater part of the period, 
with the undertone firm. Light receipts here 
and at other important centers, some im- 
provement in the shipping demand, and un- 
willingness of farmers to sell freely at the 
Prevailing level were among the factors that 
favored the price defenders.

Developments in wholesale trade lines last

EXPLAINS DIVIDEND REDUCTION. 


James J. Hill Sends to Stockholders of 
Northern Securities Company 
e Letter on Coal Stock. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 10.—[Special.]—Coupled 
with the statement of the income account 
and balance sheet of the Northern Securities 
company, there has just been mailed to the 
stockholders a letter of President J. J. Hill 
explaining the reduction of the dividend 
rate on the stock of the company from 5 to 4 
per cent. The cause of this, President Hill 
soys, was the decision of the Crow's Pass 
Coal company to change from a quarterly 
dividend distribution to a sem/i-annweel, thus 
making it impossible for the Northern Se- 
curities company to include in its own income 
eccoum any income from its coal stock for 
the latter half of 1908. 

The Northern Securities company, accord- 
ing ta the statement mailed to stockholders, 
now owns 14,962 shares of Burlington stock 
and 27,552 of the stock of the coal company, 
having increased its holdirgs of. the latter 
from 25,483 during the year by reason of a 
new stock issue. The expense of subscribing 
to this new stock was exactly offset by its 
share of a surplus distributed by the coal 
company, so that the assets of the compiny 
have inérease@ and its income probably will 
be augmented. 

The company received $119,698 from its 
Burlington stock and $82,445 from its coal 
stock during the year and had a net income 


of $170,329,
